Yesterdays news says entire confidence reigns that 
Germany’s greatest efforts can be successfully met when 


the proper moment arrives. 


March 26.—In a message to Field 
Marshal Haig, David Lloyd George 
says that the men necessary. to re- 
place those lost are either now in 
France or already on their way. All 
guns will be replaced, and still fur- 


hand-to-hand fighting was frequent. 
British soldiers occupying strong 
points in the line fought it out with 
knives and bayonets. It looks as 
though Hindenburg has launched his 
long heralded offensive. If this is the 
loudly advertised drive it comes _ac- 
cording to specifications. 

Officers and men are smiling con- 
fidently. The situation is necessarily 
vague. When fighting begins on so 
wide a front a few hours are required 
to watch developments. What some- 
times seems a hurricane becomes 9 
feint, and a seeming feint becomes a 
serious drive.

GEN. HAIG, THE HERO OF THE 
HOUR. ; 


London, March 25.—Reuter’s corres- 
pondent at British headquarters in 
France, in a message today, ‘states: 

“The enemy is now throwing his 
last ounce of weight and resource into 
the struggle. Upon the course of the 
immediate future hangs the issue of 
the war. A captured airman stated: 
“This offensive is the result of desper- 
ation, we must have peace quickly 
now.” 

“Our troops throughout the 23rd 
and 24th were very hard pressed by 
the endless on-rolling legions through 
whose wearied ranks fresh divisions 
were being continually poured. 

“The magnificent defense which the 
slowly retiring British line has made 
thus far, may assuredly constitute one 
of the greatest epics in history. 

CONFIDENCE UNBROKEN 

“I find at the headquarters unbrok- 
en confidence and satisfaction with 
the change in position during Satur- 
day afternoon.

Washington, March 23.—It is offi- 
cially estimated that 200,000 men have 
been killed, wounded or captured in 
the two days’ fighting. Of these it 
is officially estimated that the Ger- 


mans lost 150,000. 


With the British Armies in France, 
March 23.—Hard fighting is reported 
on the British front in various places, 
at Boullecourt, Roussay, Vaucelotte 
Farm, and Lagnecourt, among. others. 
Artillery firing is very hot. All these 
points are approximately in the Brit- 
ish lines, as they were before the at- 
tacks began, indicating that in these 
places at least the Germans have 
made little progress. 


British Army Headquarters’ in 
France, March 23.—It was reported 
this morning that enemy infantry 
had pushed down across the Canal de 
la Somme, and had driven — forward 
against the positions to which the 
British- had retired. German cavalry. 
was seen advancing behind the in- 
fantry. 

There was small doubt but that the 
attacking forces intended to make a 
supreme effort to rupture the British 
line in this sector. 

The Germans this afternoon were 
pressing the attack hard on the Brit- 
ish right flank near Ham, while on 
the northern end of the battlefield 
there has been desperate fighting 
since yesterday about Mory, which 
changed hands several times.

HAIG KNEW ALL ABOUT IT. 

The enemy high velocity guns began 
shelling towns far in the rear as the 
battle commenced. They fired regu- 
larly throughout the morning at five 
minute intervals, stopping periodically 
to cool off their guns. 

German preparations prior to the 
attack were stupendous and were 
carried out with the utmost attempt 
at secrecy. Field Marshal Haig, how- 
ever, knew what was happening. His 
airmen discovered every new ammuni- 
tion dump, railway Une, strategic 
road or airdrome as soon as they were 
commenced. Day by day they watch- 
ed Hindenburg complete his- arrange- 
ments, and day by day Haig took 
counter precautions accordingly. 

The German artillery operated in 
the open under the densest camou- 
flage and prisoners declared their 
batteries suffered heavily. As this is 
cabled Hindenburg’s first thrust is 
evidently checked with small gains. 
The situation quieted down at least 
momentarily, except in the neighbor- 
hood of Pronceville, where heavy 
shelling continues.

The matter of Mr. Bishop's change 
from the pastorate of the Methodist 
Church here was dealt with at a spec- 
ial meeting of the Quarterly Official 
Board, held last Thursday night, when 
the following resolution was passed: 
“Whereas the Social Service League 
of Alberta propose placing in the field 
a Secretary whose whole time and 
effort should be given to Child Wel- 
fare work, and 

“Whereas the position has been 
tendered to our pastor, Rev. E. S. 
Bishop, and that he has been urgently 
requested to accept it, it was moved 
by R.. L. Gaetz, and seconded by W. 
E. Payne, that this Board, having in 
mind the magnitude of the proposed 
work, and Mr. Bishop's unquestioned 
suitability for the position to which 
he has been called, do hereby reléase 
him from his pastorate, if he should 
accept it, and will follow him in his 
new field with the kindest and most 
sympathetic interest.” 

Mr. Bishop hopes to continue his 
pulpit duties here till after Sunday, 
May 5th, though he may give some 
time between Sundays to his new 
duties before that time.

J. F. Day hardly knew .just what tor 
say with regard to standing, and gave 
the impression that he was not very 
keen for nomination. He desired 
those present to use their own best 
judgment in their choice. He thought 
as this was a rural . constituency a 
farmer should be the candidate. He 
had been in this western country for 
30 years and claimed the best admin- 
istration we ever had was that of the 
old North West Territories, when 
there was no political party. He 
favored Unionism and felt that there 
should be more farmers elected to 
the legislature. The Premier was a 
farmer. When he was in Edmonton 
recently he heard some strong talk 
favoring a Union government, and 
thought'a Union candidate would win- 
out in this constituency. He would 
support the nominee of this conven- 
tion, whoever he happened to be. If 
they thought he should be the man he 
would do his best to serve them. 

F. W. Galbraith started out by 
stating that it required considerable 
nerve on his part to stand up against 
such popular men as Messrs. Day and 
Kenny. He was by his former actions 
ostracised by the machine element of 
the Liberal party. He would _ not, 
perhaps, have consented to join this 
Union if he had not been treated so 
unfairly. He believed there was 
room for a Union party in Alberta 
when such good men were in favor of 
the scheme, a union which drew to- 
gether elements and parties at pres- 
ent divided. He took great interest 
in this. He, if selected by this con- 
vention and elected, might be “as the 
voice of one crying in the wilderness,” 
still he felt that the movement would 


grow. It was good to get together 
with good men to advance good 
measures. He had farmed some, was 


head of the Agricultural Society, was 
a member of the U.F.A., and a stock- 
holder in the Grain Growers’ Associ- 
ation, so he was therefore in great 
sympathy with the farming industry, 
and felt he could give them a fair 
deal. He would give the government 
an independent support, and if elect- 
ed, would sit with the five members 
occupying the cross benches, and 
would try to be loyal to the constit- 
uency he represented. 

D. McKinnon made a few remarks 
stating he was not a candidate, and 
felt that perhaps the best thing he 
could do would be to nominate the 
man who was read out of his party 
for being true to Dr. Clark. 

Mr. Kenny considered this one of 
the greatest honors ever conferred on 
him to stand as a nominee of a new 
and democratic party. He felt that 
the great democracy was a form of 


government for the people. This 
gathering was _ significant. It re- 
mained for us to take a high stand. 


The idea of union was not an indefi- 
nite something, a vagueness that 
could not be followed up. It was not 
a political compromise. That is what 
the Liberals claim. He claimed that 
the old parties had gone to smash. 
we were going to adopt new methods. 
He deplored certain lack of harmony 
and lack of sympathy in bringing out 
candidates in many instances in this 
province. He contended the soldiers, 
the civilians, and the farmer must 
give and take a little. He said it 
was reported a baby in Alberta has 
less chance than a soldier at the 
front. He said this was not right. 
He contended the people should at- 
tend to the sick as they attend to the 
children in the schools. He contend- 
ed that there was no particular reason 
why women should not be_ treated 
just the same as men. He believed 
women should have fair play and 
there were some things yet could be 
done for the women by the legislature. 
While in Manitoba he was a Liberal 
in Alberta he had been a Conservative 
against the Liberal govergment, al- 
though he had a great respect for the 
new Premier of. Alberta. He thought

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
33.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years; cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 
. Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands aro advert- 

_ ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent's Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
must be presented to Agent.

WOMEN'S FRANCHISE BILL 
-READ IN HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Qualifications. Based. 6n Regulations 
Regarding Male. Suffrage In 
Recent Elections. 


Ottawa, March 20.—The Bill giving 
votes to women, read for the first 
time in the house of commons this 


‘afternoon, provided that “every fe- 


male person shall be entitled to vote 
at a Dominion election who (a)-is a 
British subject; .(b).is of the age of 
21 years and upward; (c) has resid- 
ed in.the constituency in which she 
seeks to vote for a period of at least 
three months immediately preceding 
the date of the issue of the writ ror 
an election in such a constituency. 
and (d) is qualified on account of 
race, blood or original nationality, to 
vote at elections for members of the 
legislative assembly of the province 
In which the constituency is situated 
in which such female person seeks to 
vote.” 

For the purpose of the Dill, a fe- 
male person is deemed to be a Brit- 
ish subject if she was born a British 
subject and is unmarried and has not 
become the subject of any foreign 
power, or, if she has herself been per- 
sonally naturalized a British subject. 
She is further deemed a British sub- 
ject, if previously an alien, she mar- 
ried a British subject, or, notwith- 
standing marriage to an alien, she 
was at the time of such marriage a 
British subject by birth and has not 
herself sworn allegiance to any for- 
eign power. This does not, however, 
apply to the wife of an alien enemy.

MORE TAXES ON AMUSEMENTS. 


BIII “to be Introduced by Hon. G. P. 
Smith Repeals Theatres Tax Act. 


The Amusements Tax Act, which 
repeals the Theatre Goers Tax Act, 
broadens the scope of taxation and 
raises the rates. “Place of amuse- 
ment” is defined to include not only 
all descriptions of theatres but every 
place where an entertainment is 
given, an- athletic meeting, a boxing 
bout, a circus and a menagerie. 

Every person attending such places 

must pay taxes according to the fol- 
lowing scale: One cent when the price 
of admission is from ten to twenty 
cents; two and a half cents when the 
price of admission is more than twen- 
ty, but not more than 75 cents; five 
cents when the price of admission is 
more than 75 cents and not more than 
a dollar; ten cents when it is more 
than one dollar. 
- A tax of 25 cents shall be paid by 
every person attending a boxing bout 
or contest. Persons having passes or 
complimentary tickets must also pay 
according to the price of the enter- 
tainment. 

The tax shall as under the old act 
be collected by the owner of the place 
of amusement. ‘ 
. The penalty for infringement in the 
case of the patron is from not more 
than $50 and in the case of the owner 
it runs from $25 to $200 for each of- 
fence. Power is also given the pro- 
vincial secretary to revoke licenses. 

The act goes into effect on the lst 
of May. ‘

FINAL MEETING OF 
MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
| BOARD 


The -special meeting of the Red 
Deer Memorial Hospital took place in 
the Council Chambers at three o’clock 
on Friday afternoon. 

Present, F. H.Tallman, in the chair; 
G. W. Smith, F. W. Galbraith, T. A. 
Gaetz, R. B. Welliver, J. A. Carswell, 
8S. V. Day, H. G. Stone, H. F. ‘Kenny, 
and L. J. Porter. 

The minutes of the last annual 
meeting and of subsequent meetings 
were read, and adopted on motion of 
|F. W. Galbraith, seconded ‘by_ 8S. V. 
Day. . ; 

On the motion of R. B.-Welliver, 
seconded by J..A. Carswell, the fol- 
lowing resolution was presented and 
carried unanimously: % 

“Whereas, the City Council is likely 
to take over the management: of the 
Memorial Hospital by commission or 
otherwise, and whereas, that means 
the passing of the old regime and 
management of Hospital affairs, 

‘“Therefore be it resolved: by the 
Present members of. the Board and 
citizens. -presént, that we feel. it a 
duty incumbent upon us ‘at this time 
as Citizens of Red Deer and district 
to express our -heartfelt appreciation 
for the noble and excellent service 
rendered by some individuals in the 
past and present history of our Hos- 
Dital. 

While giving. the deepest respect 
and honor to those brave boys, Jen- 
kins, Cruickshank, and McNicol -for 
whom the hospital is 4 Memorial, and 
to the deceased Rev. Doctor Gaetz, 
institution, also not forgetting the 
one of the chief founders of the 
splendid efforts on behalf-of the Hos- 
pital by the Red Deer Ladies’ Aid, 
the Alexandra Club, the Balmoral 
Ladies’ Aid, Mrs. Charles Reid for 
her continued monthly cash contri- 
bution, all those who gave liberal don- 
ations to the cause, and the following 
gentlemen for their services on the 
board, some of them to extended 
years of merited awards, Rev. Doctor 
Gaetz, G. A. Love, R. L. Gaetz, E.

Yet we feel that the present high 
and successful standing of the Hospi- 
tal is due mainly to the never ceasing 
voluntary efforts and sacrifice of our 
President, Mr. Tallman, and in a great 
measure also to the present matron, 
Miss Kingston. 

Mr. Tallman first took his seat on 
the Board as one of the representa- 
tives of the Town Council on the 14th 
of August, 1907. In almost’ eleven 
years following his appointment to 
late he has only missed one meeting 
yf the Board. He was appointed Pres- 
ident in February, 1909, which posi- 
tion he has held continuously to the 
present, having not, been absent one 
meeting in that whole period, which 
meant the attending of one hundred 
meetings or more.

His efforts. were 


success, . visiting | and shaking hands 
with patients, giving” words of, cheer | 
and encouragement, and watching the 
financial end ‘of the institution, try- 
ing at-all times to: keep expenditures 
within revenues, heedful, of course,-not 
to'do s0 at the expense of the Hospi- 
tal’s reputation... This he has eventu- 
ally: accomplished, which ‘was only 
possible » through the able; manage-, 
ment’ of Miss.

The. financing’ has-~been: .no easy 
task. Since the inception of the Hos- 
pital in’ 1905 there has been annual 
deficits in varying amounts even with 
town grants and. donations, with the 
exception of 1909, until the year 1916, 
and while the City. Council passed :.a 
$1600.00 estimate towards the-Hospi- 
tal for 1916, this: has not yet been 
called upon, and the Auditors’ report 
for 1917 shows ‘a balance! on hand-of 
$345.51, and $1200.00 accounts «col- 
Surely this is a 
meritorious . condition ; of Hospital 
affairs, when .we consider that. there 
has been about ~$20.000.00 © charity 
patients handled since its. inception, 
and when we consider the ‘rising cost 
of maintenance in recent years with- 
out a corresponding increase of fees, 
with practically no donations, and no 
grant since the year 1915, except the 
Constitutional Provincial Government 
Grant, and when all other Hospital re- 
ports show deficits, there should be 
credit coming to somebody for the 
splendid record, after almost eleven 
years of continuous management. 

We feel that Mr. Tallman: has not 
given the service for personal ag- 
grandisement, but only for his sincere 
interest in trying to be of service to 
his fellow men and humanity. 

Therefore, belleving.as we do, that 
it is best to give honor where it is 
due, while the fleeting breath is 
strong, we humbly recommend to the 
City Council to make Mr. Frank 
Tallman an Honorary Life Commiss- 
foner of the: Red Deer ‘Memorial Hos- 
pital, either active or otherwise, and 
give to the Matron, Miss Kingston, an 
honorarium, when. the financial con- 
ditions will allow it. - 

The City is taking over absolute 
control of a well-equipped, well or- 
ganized, and_ well-conducted institu- 
tion, and we have every. confidence 
that its present standard will be main. 
tained. 

We recommend that. a copy of. the 
above Memorial and recommendation

come back with a Neutenant’s com- 
mission, the Military Cross, and as 
brilliant a record as one could well 
achieve in the period of time- during 
which he upheld the king’s arms— 
and now he says “he didn’t do any- 
thing!” 

Lieut. Brett got his commission 
within a year after leaving for the 
front, and when the 31st took the vil- 
lage of Passchendaele, on Novem- 
ber 7, he, the junior officer, was the 
only officer left to lead his company 
to the final objective. He says: “We 
were lying over night in our posi- 
tions immediately behind the front 
line, in shell holes and whatever bit 
of cover we could get, and when the 
barrage started at 6 o'clock it was a 
case of ‘get out and get there.’ We 
had four companies, A company tak- 
ing the first objective, B and D the 
second, and C, which was my com- 
pany, the final objective. In the ad- 
vance we drove the enemy out of their 
little pill boxes, taking many prison- 
ers, and sending them to the rear. 

During this advance about fifty per 
cent of the men engaged and seventy 
five per cent of the officers were 
either killed or wounded, so that when 
the final objective was reached, about 
9 o’clock, Lieut. Brett alone was left 
to carry the position, which his com- 
pany consolidated and held for two 
days, when they were relieved by 
other Canadians. 

In‘ this engagement Lieut. Brett 
was wounded three times, in the head, 
leg, and finally struck in . the left 
shoulder, which has ended his fight- 
ing days. He managed to drag him- 
self back to the dressing station, and 
from there°was carried by four pris- 
oners to the second dressing station. 

Lieut. Brett says that many in- 
stances of especial bravery occurred 
in this engagement, and one in par- 
ticular he mentions as coming under 
his own notice. One of the officers, 
Lieut. Patterson, fell wounded, and 
two of the boys of C company, under 
heavy fire, made their way to him, 
dressed his wound as well as they 
might, and dragged him to the shelt-, 
er of a shell hole. 

It was in this same advance that 
Lieut. “Heck” Kennedy won his D.S.O. 
capturing two battalion commanders 
with the entire staff of each. 

Lieut. Brett is now entering upon 
his last engagement, his marriage to 
Miss Doreen McDermott, daughter of

(By J. A. Nicholson). 

Domination of the Roman ‘Catholic 
Church, the voluntary system of edu- 
cation, and the payment of school 
fees as impediments in the education- 
al system of Quebec, were attacked by 
Dr. J. A. Nicholson, registrar of Me- 
Gill University in an address before 
the St. James Literary Society, Mon- 
treal, on the evening of Feb. 28. Dr. 
Nicholson asserted that “not until 
these evils have been done away with 
will the intelligence of the citizens 
of the province be _ raised.” The 
speaker also argued that a number of 


inequalities. existed in the province 
which were hindering the cause of 
education, declaring that the English- 
speaking people of Quebec are the re- 
cipients of no generosity at the hands 
of the French, while investigation re- 
vealed the fact that they were not 
even accorded their bare rights. 

Discussing the domination of the 
Roman Catholic Church over its 
schools, Mr. Nicholson quoted from 
various clerical speeches, and said the 
clerics base everything on the as- 
sumption that a public school in 
which doctrines and prayers and cate- 
chism of the Roman Catholic Church 
are not taught, and the education 
controlled by ecclesiastical authori- 
ties, is a harmful institution. “It is 
further assumed by them,” said Dr. 
Nicholson, “that the schools which 
meet their approval are superior to 
any other, and are, therefore, calcu- 
lated to produce the best kind of men 
and women for the various duties and 
responsibilities of life.” These facts 
are-.denied by the supporters of non- 
denominational public schools. 

“The government of the Roman 
Catholic Church is autocratic, and is 
based on the principle that in relig- 
ious matters the people must sup- 
press every suggestion to think for 
themselves. It is not their business. 
They are not competent to do so. 
They must take their faith ready 
made and accept it without question.” 
In continuing, the speaker asserted 
that the cultivation and practice of 
this spirit of subservience on one side 
of a man’s life is almost certain to 
affect every other, and so it is that 
the religious teachers of the Roman 
Catholic Church have come to be gen. 
erally accepted as the monitors and 
guides of their people. 


LOYALTY TO CHURCH. 


“Loyalty to the Church,” said Dr. 
Nicholson, as the supreme human in- 
stitution, is the insistent note in all 
Roman Catholic teaching. The State 
is secondary, and consequently the 
country occupies, I fear, but a very 
humble place in their educational 
prograntme. Again, I ask, is such 
teaching desirable in a democratic 
country, where duty to the State 
should be a primary consideration and 
preparation for citizenship, rather 
than for church membership, the main 
end?” Dr. Nicholson’ said that these 
statements apply with great force to 
the province of Quebec. Reports of 
inspectors show that little “Eng- 
lish is taught in French schools out- 
side of the cities. The speaker con- 
tended that the kind of education 
wanted is that which opens up the 
wonders of the world of science and 
which fits the student for the bigger 
school in the big world, where too 
much “other worldliness” may be a 
hindrance rather than a help to a 
successful and useful life. 

Speaking of school fees, Dr. Nichol- 
son declared that Quebec is the only 
province in the Dominion, the only 
place in North America, and almost 
the on'y place in the civilized world 
where fees are exacted for a prim- 
ary and high school education. “Up 
to a few years ago,” said Dr. Nichol- 
son, “the exaction of school fees was 
a matter of choice here, for by the 
school law a fee had to be imposed 
on all children in the municipality 
from 7 to 14 years of age, able tc at- 
tend school, whether they did so or 
not, and on those younger and older 
who did. It was rarely, if ever, col- 
lected “from children who did not at- 
tend, so that it really amounts to a 
tax on the parents who did their duty, 
and placed a premium on neglect.” 
He then advocated that the Govern- 
ment should make it {illegal to collect 
any fees and thus place the people of 
the province on an equal footing with 
the others. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 
“This would pave the way for the 


‘enforcement of compulsory education, 


for school fees and compulsory edu- 
cation cannot consistently go hand in 
hand. As to the need for compulsory 
education there can be no two opin- 
ions. Wherever such a law is in 
existence and propelly enforced, the 
standard of literacy is high, where it 
isn’t, the reverse obtains. No doubt. 
the absence of such law in _ this 
province is 1¢sponsible, in part at 
least, for the fuct that, barring New 
Brunswick, ‘t has the highest per- 
centage vi Cauvadian-born male iliit- 


erates in the Tominion.” Dr. Nichol- 
son believed that the question of co::- 


pulsory education would probably 
come to the fore now, in view of the 
country’s favor of compulsory service. 
He felt that the Protestants of the 
province were of one mind on the 
question, but they were powerless, 
being opposed by the French major- 
ity. 

Dr. Nicholson felt that the obstacles 
to education could disappear through 
the transference of the control of edu- 
cation to the Federal Government, tRe 
abolition of separate schools, and the 
abolition of French as an official lan- 
guage. “If it is true,” he said, “that 
criminals are drawn chiefly from the 
uneducated classes, then it must be 
mainly the concern of the Federal 
Government, which has to bear the 
greatest part of the expense in con- 
nection with the administration of the 
criminal law, to see to it that by 
means of education this class should 
be reduced to the smallest number 
possible. 

Considering the question of separ- 
ate schools, the speaker said that 
from a national point of view, such 
schools are not only undesirable, but 
detrimental. The separate school 
does not produce a better citizen from 
the moral point of view, and it ap- 
pears to train up a class of citizens 
who have been taught to believe that 
the adherents of any other religion 
are of an inferior order, with whom 
associations should be as restricted 
as possible. “The separate school,” 
he said, “is unquestionably a_hind- 
rance to a united nation, and as such 
should be removed. A large saving 
would also be affected by sweeping 
away one of the two sets of machin- 
ery which have to be in operation 
where this double system of schools 
is found.” 


NO REAL UNION.

The speaker said that he had no 
doubt but that his proposal to abolish 
French as an official language would 
be met with determined opposition 
from the people of this province, and 
also from the French-speaking citi- 
zens elsewhere, “I know of no great 


country,” said Dr. Nicholson, “in 
which there are two official lan- 
guages. There can be no real union 


if there are. Oneness of language is 
essential, if we are to intermingle with 
and know each other. We are a 
sealed book to the other. This is 
the chief reason for the unfortunate 
condition which exists in Canada to- 
day. The blame for the present state 
of things does not rest on the people 
of this province in the first instance; 
it lies at the door of those who have 
set themselves up as their teachers 
and guides. Those who honestly 
wished for a more satisfactory con- 
dition of things were not only wasting 
their time, for recent events have de- 


monstrated too clearly that these self-| 


imposed leaders have no desire for 
change. At the back of their heads 
there is a vague idea that if they only 
hold together they’ will, sooner or 
later, be able to impose their will on 
the whole country, separate the Do- 
minion from~-the Empire, and set up 
an independent republic, and by this 
peaceful conquest of their conquer- 
ors again become masters of the land 
of which they had been deprived.” 
As a result, Dr. Nicholson advocated 
that in order to make the country 
united and at the same time defeat 
the schemes of those who would make 
this a French-ruled land, that Eng- 
lish be adopted &s the one official 
language. 

In speaking of unfairness towards 
the English minority, Dr. Nicholson 
pointed to the administration of the 
city of Montreal. “As the English- 
speaking population constitutes about 
one-third of the whole,” he said, “it 
would seem to be only reasonable 
that they should have the right once 
in every third term of electing one of 
their own to the mayor's chair. This 
arrangement was generally adhered 
to in the past, and came to be looked 
upon as a sort of unwritten law, but 
the agreement has been cast to the 
winds in recent years by the action 
of the present occupant, supported by 
an overwhelming majority of his own 
nationality, and to make _ matters 
worse, he threatens to continue to 
hold the position until he ceases to 
be. To attain this end he has not 
hesitated to employ the meanest 
methods of the meanest politician by 
stirring up the racial prejudice of his 
compatriots, and by playing on the an- 
tipathies of the masses.” 

The speaker then referred to the 
system of collecting school taxes. He 
contended that the distribution of 
taxes paid into the neutral panel was 
not fair, and that Protestants were 
actually paying in part for the upkeep 
of Catholic schools. “The Govern- 
ment grants, too, for special purposes 
are strikingly unequal,” he said. 
“Amounts are voted annually for the 
purpose of certain Roman Catholic 
educational bodies without any con- 
sideration whatever being given to 
the Protestant institutions which do 
corresponding work.”
